Parking Structure IT will add 3,000 
spots; valet service will be provided

University Transportation and Parking Services 
announced that the opening of Parking Structure III, 
deemed a student-only structure, will be accompanied 
by the introduction of a valet service for the 2007 
spring and fall semesters. 

The service, which is being referred to as “conven- 
ience parking,” will at first be offered to students only. 
It will be run as a trial program and will be evaluated

by the campus for its value at the end of fall 2007. 

“We plan to offer (this service) to all permit holders 
for a fee of $3.00 and to all non-permit holders for a fee 
of $3.00 plus the cost of a daily parking permit,” said 
UTAPS Director Nancy Fox. “(At the beginning), the 
service will be offered in Structure II only (but will 
have potential to expand elsewhere).” 

According to a UTAPS press release, the vehicles 
will be parked by an attendant when brought to a spe- 
cific location and returned to that same location upon 
the driver’s return. 

Fox said by offering the service, UTAPS is making 
efforts to increase customer service and to meet the 
needs expressed by the campus community. She added 
that all convenience fees will go directly to the outside 


company, which is providing the service. 

‘There will be no additional payments made by the 
university to the outside company for its service,” Fox 
said. 

The decision to make Parking Structure II student- 
only was handed down by UTAPS on Dec. 5 and has 
been well-received by a number of students. 

‘T think that Structure III being student-only is real- 
ly going to help (students),” said junior communica- 
tions major Janice Cruz. “I think it was a great idea on 
the part of UTAPS and will attract more students to the 
campus.” 

Undeclared sophomore Sheri Pham agreed that 
UTAPS made the right decision and said that Parking

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$3.7 million to be invested in an 
increase of sobriety checkpoints

As the holiday season approaches, the 
inevitable drinking and partying will be sure to 
follow. 

Recently, the California Office of Traffic 
Safety through the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration invested $3.7 million in 
sobriety checkpoints through mini-grants, 
which have been distributed to 94 law enforce- 
ment agencies throughout the state to get 
drunken drivers off the road. 

In a collaborative effort, the California 
Office of Traffic Safety, California Highway 
Patrol and the Department of Transportation 
are working together to prevent drunken driv- 
ing this year. 

In a statement released by the Office of 
Traffic Safety, more than 450 law enforcement 
agencies throughout California, including the 
CHP, are preparing for a DUI crackdown in 35 
counties, including Sacramento. 

The statewide effort will include a signifi- 
cant increase in officers on the streets in the 
form of saturation patrols and sobriety checks. 

Saturation patrols are legal in all 50 states. 
These patrols are concentrated enforcement 
efforts that target impaired drivers by observ- 
ing moving violations such as drunken driving, 
speeding and aggressive driving. 

At sobriety checkpoints, law enforcement 
officials will evaluate drivers for signs of alco-

fficer Thelma Matthews is a loving 
(rene who speaks proudly of the 

two sons she raised to be “good kids 
and good students with goals in mind.” But 
despite her maternal nature, Matthews is not 
someone to mess with: She can shoot a tar- 
get up to 75 feet away with stunning preci- 
sion, a skill that earned her Sacramento 
State’s 2006 Top Gun Sharpshooter Award. 

Matthews’ win catapulted her from a 
two-year veteran of the Sac State police 
force to a history-making campus icon. She 
is the first female officer to ever receive the 
award, an accomplishment which Matthews 
said “feels so good.” 

“Tm proud of myself,” Matthews added. 
“Tt’s something so positive.” 

Matthews didn’t know that an otherwise 
ordinary skills test on July 13 would deter- 
mine the award’s winner. She went through 
her drills that day at the Old Folsom prison 
shooting range as she always does — aiming 
for the human silhouette-shaped target the 
best she could. , 

“All IT remember from that day is being 
told, “You’re going to be graded for accura- 
cy, sO every shot counts,” Matthews said. 
“So I took my time and tried to relax.” 

At the end of her round, she approached 
the range master, anxiously hoping that she 
had passed the test. 

“When I finished, I was concerned,” 
Matthews said. “If I didn’t get enough 
points, I would have had to do the test again 
until I passed.”’ When the range master took 
longer than usual to score her shots, 
Matthews’ nervousness escalated. However, 
that feeling soon passed. 

“The range master looked at me and 
said, “So far I think you have enough points 
to be the Top Gun,”” to which an astonished 
Matthews replied, ““Are you kidding? Are 
you actually serious?’ I thought this was too

good to be true.” 

There were certainly moments in her life 
when Matthews never imagined hearing 
such good news. After moving to California 
from her native Mexico in 1989, she and her 
husband divorced, and she was suddenly 
faced with raising her children as a single 
mother. Although she previously practiced 
medicine as a general practitioner in 
Mexico, her credentials weren’t accepted in 
America. 

“Everything started falling apart,” 
Matthews said. “I had to take care of my 
kids and provide everything.” She began 
looking for immediate job opportunities 
with benefits and good pay, as well as a 
career that she could enjoy. But most impor- 


tantly, Matthews said, she wanted to be a 
role model for her children. 

“T wanted to show my kids that I was 
going to do it, and I was not going to break 
in the middle of everything,” Matthews said. 
“IT knew I just had to work harder than 
before.” 

A position as a temporary office assistant 
with the San Joaquin County Sheriff’s Office 
led to her acceptance into police academy, 
from which she graduated in 2002. Two years 
later she accepted a job with the Sac State 
bike patrol unit, where she typically deals 
with property crimes. She is one of two 
female officers on campus. 

Matthews is confident she made the right 
career move. 


“T have no regrets,” she said. “I love it 
here.” 

Despite never having used a gun during 
her years on the force, Matthews said she is 
not afraid to use it if necessary. 

“When the time comes, I’ll be ready,” 
Matthews said. “If somebody is in danger, 
or if I’m in danger, I’m not afraid to use it.” 

Campus Police Chief Ken Barnett said 
Matthews is a “true professional.” 

“Her goal is to serve the community and 
be fair and equitable with everybody,” he 
said, adding that her interpersonal skills con- 
tribute to her success. “She’s a very good 
people person.” 

Barnett said that taking action is just part 
of Matthews’ nature, and that she is a role 
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model for everyone. Matthews, who hadn’t 
even touched a gun before police training in 
2002, “always spends the time to improve 
her skills,” he said. 

Matthews’ future ambitions include get- 
ting promoted — “I absolutely want to move 
up the ranks,” she said — as well as proving 
to others that hard work pays off. 

“T want to show that being a female is 
not an obstacle to being a police officer,” 
Matthews said. “I want people to fight for 
what they want.” 

According to Matthews, her fight has 
been worth it. | 

“My determination and my persistence 
paid off,” she said. “I used to think that I was 
never going to be good enough. This proved 
me wrong.” It also proved, she said, that 
sometimes life doesn’t always go according 
to plan. 

“T never thought I would be here in the 
U.S. as a police officer,” she added. “But 
things change, and you have to roll with the 
changes.” Now that her sons are in college, 
Matthews is also considering applying to 
medical school so that she can one day prac- 
tice medicine again. 

Her adaptation to life’s curveballs is 
what makes Matthews proud when she 
walks past the Top Gun trophy that bears her 
name each day in the department’s training 
room. 

“I know my name is part of CSUS police 
department history,” she said. “To see my 
name there for generations to come is really 
amazing.” If she had the same opportunities 
again, Matthews said, she would make the 
same decisions in a heartbeat. 

“T wanted to be in a place where I could 
make a difference,” she said. “I feel like I 
did what I needed to do.” 

True to her goals, and her sharpshooter 
title, Matthews is really making her mark.

Police chief swears 1n two 
dispatchers, four officers to 
university police force

University Police Department Chief Ken 
Barnett swore in six people to join 
Sacramento’s campus police force in a pub- 
lic ceremony Friday afternoon in the 
University Union. 

The six people included two dispatchers, 
Katrina Donato and Stephanie Gil, and four 
police officers, Jeff Solomon, Matt Kroner, 
Jonathan Parker and Augustin Yaya. 

Barnett opened the ceremony by saying 
how important it is to keep the swearing-in 
public. 

“Tt’s important, because people might be 
thinking about changing professions,’ he 
said. “This is a tough profession.” 

“T think we’re seeing a change in philos- 
ophy (among new recruits), and I believe 
that people are now looking at this because 
of the strain, the dedication and the integrity 
that you have to hold,” Barnett said. “As a 
police officer, a police dispatcher or anyone 
really in the police organization, you have to 
keep a level of integrity. ... Without integri- 
ty, the whole profession suffers.”

He expressed appreciation for the efforts 
and hard work that each person had con- 
tributed, saying that they worked to make 
this a better campus and a better society for 
us all. 

The ceremony also introduced the new 
personnel to the audience. 

‘First, Pd like to start with dispatch,” 
Barnett said. “A lot of the time, dispatch and 
dispatchers are looked upon as support 
mechanisms to police officers, which they 
are, but it’s one of the most critical positions 
within the department.” 

“(Donato and Gil) are already working 
well more than eight-hour shifts or 40-hour 
work weeks. They’re the life support for 
our campus and for our emergency pre- 
paredness situations,” he said. 

Donato previously worked for the 
Sacramento Police Department as a full-time 
dispatcher. She started her employment with 
the University Police Department as a part- 
time dispatcher in late 2005. She became 
full-time in July, Barnett said. 

Gil graduated from Sacramento State in 
2005 with a degree in criminal justice. While 
she was a student here, she worked as a com- 
munity service officer for the Police 
Department. She applied for a part-time dis- 
patch job in January, and then applied for full- 
time in October, Barnett said. 

Gil said that interest in the CSI shows 
pushed her toward majoring in criminal jus- 





tice. 

“T started as a CSO in 2003, and I liked 
the department,’ Gil said. “When I graduat- 
ed, they needed people in dispatch, so it 
seemed like the right position to fall into.” 

The next two are already police officers 
but are being promoted to corporal, Barnett 
said. 

Solomon first started as a police officer 
ll years ago, since then working as a 
Deputy Sheriff for the Placer County 
Sheriff's Department., a manager/supervi- 
sor for the Grant Unified School District 
Police Department and an officer for the 
University Police Department since 2004, 
Barnett said. 

“Matt Kroner kind of has an interesting 
career,’ he said. “He came, went and 
returned.” 

Kroner started his career in law enforce- 
ment with the University Police Department in 
2000. He has been a field training officer in the 
department for several years and has also 
worked as an officer for the Yuba City Police 
Department., Barnett said. 

Parker, one of the new officers, is origi- 
nally from Red Bluff, where he started his 
career in public service as a lifeguard. 

He decided on law enforcement while 
employed as a cadet in the Redding Police 
Department. He attended and graduated 
from Butte Police Academy in December 
2005, where he received the award for best

report writer, Barnett said. 

Yaya began his law enforcement career 
as an officer in Peru. He attended the 
Sacramento City Police Department acade- 
my and joined university police in May, 
Barnett said. 

“I come from a family of police offi- 
cers,” Yaya said. “I pretty much grew up in 
a police-officer environment. I guess that 
was the only thing in my mind since I was a 
kid.” 

The ceremony closed after the reading of 


the oath, which affirmed United States citi- 
zenship, the upholding of its laws and 
Constitution, California law and the rules 
and regulations of the California State 
University Board of Trustees. 

According to campus police, the univer- 
sity has 20 state police officers supplement- 
ed by other law enforcement support per- 
sonnel.

employees presented models of other multi- 
cultural centers for the administration to 
examine, San Diego State’s was one of the 
models they suggested. 

Kitchen’s visit 
was originally 
scheduled for 
January, but staff of 
the Multi-Cultural 
Center voiced con- 
cern that his work 
would be less effec- 
tive if he were on 
campus when stu- 
dents were on win- 
ter break. 

Kitchen _—'will 
also examine pro- 
grams in academic 
affairs that “have a 
relationship to 
multi-cultural pro- 
grams,’  Varlotta 
said. 

Students within 
the Multi-Cultural 
Center have 
expressed a desire for new programs related 
to retention and academic support, and 
Kitchen will determine if those services are 
already being offered elsewhere within Sac 
State, Varlotta said. 

Members of Coalition for Cultural 
Opportunities in Leadership and Overall 
Retention of Students (C-COLORS), a 
group formed in September by students and 
faculty concerned about the condition of the 
Multi-Cultural Center, have voiced concern 
over the selection of Kitchen as the consult-

ant, although they agree that a consultant 
should be hired. 

“There should be more people involved 
with appointing a consultant,’ said C-COL- 
ORS member A.J. Crisostomo. “We would 
prefer someone who is more familiar with 
the campus and who is concerned with just 
the center.” 

Sophomore Edgar Camacho, a C-COL- 
ORS member, said that Varlotta selected 
Kitchen because the two “are actually 
friends from the past.” 

Varlotta denied this claim. 

“He’s a colleague ... By no means do we 
know each other on a personal level,” 
Varlotta said. 

Kitchen could not be reached for com- 
ment by press time. 

Members of the Multi-Cultural Center 
staff met with Varlotta, Patricia Grady, the 
center’s interim director, faculty and admin- 
istration on Noy. 29, a meeting Varlotta 
described as having gone “very well.” 

“The students seemed very pleased with 
the meeting,” Varlotta said. 

Members of C-COLORS who were 
present had a different opinion. 

“The meeting was not very good,” 
Crisostomo said, explaining that they 
became more dissatisfied after the meeting. 

“We came to the conclusion that we 
don’t agree with the recommendation (to 
bring Kitchen to Sac State),’’ Crisostomo 
said. 

At the meeting, Varlotta agreed to hire a 
graduate student to assist the Multi-Cultural 
Center with setting up events such as films, 
lectures and musical performances. 

“After discussing it, a graduate student 
is still a student, and we need someone who 


is fully committed,” Crisostomo said. 

Camacho said Varlotta presented her 
information as the only possible option, as a 
“like it or not” course of action. 

“(The students) thought Lori (Varlotta) 
talked down to them at the meeting,” Grady 
said. “I thought, ‘God, was I at the same 
meeting?’ I didn’t see evidence of that at the 
meeting.” 

Varlotta said that students could have 
come to her or any of the other vice presi- 
dents with concerns, but none have since the 
meeting. 

A few days after this meeting, blue fliers 
appeared around campus proclaiming, 
“We’ve had enough!! What’s wrong with 
the Multi-Cultural Center?” It lists six points 
asking how the center’s money is being 
spent, why there is no permanent director, 
and criticizing Kitchen. It asks, “Will the 
center be eliminated?” 

‘Watch for actions at the beginning of 
the spring semester,” the flier says. It is 
signed, “Concerned CSUS Students.” 

C-COLORS is denying any involvement 
with the flier, and Camacho said no employ- 
ees of the Multi-Cultural Center had a part 
in its creation, although they do agree with 
its points. 

Varlotta said this is not likely, because 
the flier contained information only given at 
the meeting, where only Multi-Cultural 
Center employees, faculty and staff were 
present. 

“T don’t totally buy it that no one (within 
the center) is responsible for it,” Grady said, 
adding that whoever is responsible for the 
flier should have taken a different route to 
express his or her discontent. 

“Tf they had issues with Lori, they need 


to address those directly instead of just 
going around spewing this distorted thing. . 
.. The flier really damaged the process and 
the center,” Grady said. 

She said she told students would not 
allow the flier to be hung in the center or dis- 
tributed from the center. Employees of the 
Multi-Cultural Center asked if they would 
get in trouble if they distributed the fliers 
elsewhere on campus, Grady said. 

In response to the flier, Varlotta said the 
budget of the Multi-Cultural Center has 
always been relatively stable, and is not like- 
ly to change, even in the midst of budget 
cuts. 

She said the budget for the center is 
around $100,000 a year, and it has been pro- 
tected from cuts in the past “because it‘s a 
small unit.” 

“That’s what it was in 1990 (when the 
center was formed), and that’s what it is 
today,” Varlotta said. 

Varlotta said she was very surprised 
when she saw the flier, and said its creators 
should have spoken with her directly first. 

“Why didn’t they at least shoot me off a 
quick e-mail before a flier appeared?” she 
asked. 

Director of Student Conduct Leonard 
Valdez, the previous director of the center, 
agreed that the creators of the flier should 
have brought their concerns directly to 
members of the administration. 

“Everybody (involved) wants similar 
things, and they’re all talking around each 
other instead of with each other,” Valdez 
said. 

Students could return in the spring to a 
new interim director of the Multi-Cultural 
Center if Grady decides not to continue. Her 


employment as interim director of the 
Multi-Cultural Center must be renewed 
every semester, like all temporary positions 
on campus, and she said she has not yet 
decided if she will continue to serve as inter- 
im director in the spring. 

“T don’t need this level of drama in my 
life,” Grady said. “I had said at one point to 
the students that it was too over the top .. . I 
wasn’t sure if I wanted to continue in this.” 

“I feel committed to the center and the 
progress and I want that to move along,” 
Grady said. “I don’t want that to become 
about me. . . . I think the most important 
question ultimately is what’s best for the 
Center. > 4 

Varlotta said she hopes that Grady will 
continue as the center’s interim director until 
a permanent structure can be formed. 

‘IT asked (Grady) to serve as interim 
director until appropriate next steps were 
determined,” Varlotta said. 

Camacho said that employees of the center 
have already discussed possible replacements 
for Grady if she decides not to continue. 

One potential candidate for the position 
is Francisco Reveles, professor of Education 
Leadership and Policy Studies. 

Reveles could not be reached for com- 
ment by press time. 

Grady has been the interim director of 
the Multi-Cultural Center since its previous 
director, Leonard Valdez, became director of 
Student Conduct in December 2005. She is 
also the director of the Women’s Resource 
Center, which shares the same office space 
as the Multi-Cultural Center.

ships. The ASI general scholarship 
will not replace these scholarships, 
Huang said. 

The Arnulfo Lara scholarship has 
a requirement that full-time students 
have at least seven units a semester, 
according to the ASI website. 

The Ron Tanton Memorial 
Scholarship does not require students 
to need financial aid, while the 
Arnulfo Lara Memorial scholarship 
does require students to have “an 
unmet need for (the) academic year,” 
according to the ASI website. 

The scholarships also require stu- 
dents’ transcripts from the previous 
semester to prove that they have 
good standings. Students will also 
have to submit a 500-word essay. 
Students will also have to give their 
e-mail, phone number, GPA and 
social security numbers. 

“We want as many students to 
apply as possible,’ Huang said.

maps, if ASI decides to move for- 
ward with a proposal made 
Wednesday by Lisa Hall, director of 
project and resource development 
with University Enterprises Inc. 

The provider of these signs, a 
separate marketing company, would 
sell advertising space on the newly 
provided fixtures. 

University Enterprises Inc. is cur- 
rently negotiating with the marketing 





company, but Hall 
said it would not 
move forward in the 
negotiations without ASI’s approval. 

“(This agreement) needs to be 
student-led and student-endorsed,” 
Hall said. 

Sac State would receive a portion 
of the advertising revenue from these 
fixtures, and Hall said current negoti- 
ations placed the figure between 10 
and 15 percent. The revenue from the 
advertisement would most likely be 
going to alternative forms of trans- 
portation, Hall said. 


Under a contract for these fix- 
tures, Sac State would not be 
required to replace or remove any 
current fixtures, such as the two out- 
door bulletin kiosks on campus. Sac 
State would also have the final say 
over what kind of ads were placed on 
campus. 

“We would have 100 percent veto 
power of the ads,” Hall said.

Gonzalez, Faculty Senate come to terms on who will serve on task force

After weeks of tension, 
President Alexander Gonzalez, 
administrators and the Faculty 
Senate have reached an agreement 
concerning task force expectations 
and members to oversee the univer- 
sity budget. 

While Gonzalez was originally 
praised for his quick response to the 
Senate’s request for a budget-based 
task force, his actions soon came 
under fire. 

Immediate Past President of 
Sacramento State’s Chapter of the 
California Faculty Association 
James Chopyak said he believes 
Gonzalez acted without thinking 
when he picked potential task force 
members without consent from the 
Senate. 

“Clearly, the Faculty Senate 
should determine who is on the task 
force,” Chopak said. “It’s ridiculous 
for him to think that he can appoint 
these people himself.” 

But lecturer Bob Buckley said 
that he can’t remember a campus 


president that ever responded so 


quickly to anything, adding that 
although Gonzalez .was criticized 
for choosing potential task force 
members, it was actually a mistake 
made by the senate that caused the 
problem. 

“We screwed up,” Buckley said. 
‘We got so wrapped up in the idea 
of recommending the task force that 
we didn’t include specifics about 
what our actual (expectations and 
demands) were.” 

The Faculty Senate met 
Thursday to discuss Gonzalez’s pre- 


vious picks and to formally recom- 
mend seven of its own members, 
four of which were on Gonzalez’s 
original list. 

Those chosen include Senate 
Executive Committee member Tom 
Krabacher, Senate Vice Chair James 
Sobredo, Ecaqnomics Associate 
Professor Stephen Perez, History 
Professor Chris Castaneda, 
Mathematics Professor Scott 
Farrand and _ senators Laureen 
O’Hanlon and Karen. Davis- 
O’ Hara. 

“I feel honored, both by the 
nomination and the endorsement of 
the Senate,” Davis-O’ Hara said. “1 
feel like they put a lot of trust in us 
and that this is a very important task 
that must be taken very seriously.” 

Davis-O’Hara said the real 
duties of the task force will be fact- 
finding and helping others under- 
stand the budget. 

“I personally hope we can find 
the answers we are looking for,” 
Davis-O’ Hara said. “(I also hope) 
that these answers will lead to an 
open and clear discussion with the 
campus community on how to deal 
with the budget problems.” 

Vice President of Human 
Resources David Wagner said the 
additional task force members have 
already been chosen and include a 
college dean, a college associate 
dean, one representative from stu- 
dent affairs, one staff member and 
one student. 

With the first step of establishing 
a task force, the Faculty Senate and 
Gonzalez have turned their attention 
toward charge. 

According to a Senate resolu- 
tion, the Senate expects the budget 
task force to operate in a transparent

manner and to fully disclose all nec- 
essary budgetary information to 
both the faculty and the university 
community. That same resolution 
goes on to say that meetings should 
be open to the public with meeting 
times and locations posted in 
advance. 

The resolution also states that 
the task force should account for all 
revenues, university expenses and 
mandatory benefit costs incurred 
over the past four years. 

Other responsibilities of the task 
force will include providing an 
assessment on whether a structural 
deficit exists, identifying the reasons 
for significant increases and 
decreases in line item allocations, 
addressing additional questions and 
providing a final report to the senate 
early in the spring 2007 semester. 

With the help of what seems to 
be an open dialogue between facul- 
ty senate members and the adminis- 
tration, Sac State’s first budgetary 
task force is well on its way. 

“We had hoped for an earlier 
start so the task force could have 
met several times before the end of 
the semester,” Wagner said. “(Now) 
with where we are in the semester 
we re not sure how many times the 
task force can meet before January.” 

Wagner said he sees the task 
force as the beginning of a new 
Openness On campus — Openness to 
not only discuss the budget process, 


but also to educate and inform more > 


members of the campus communi- 
ty, including senators, faculty mem- 
bers and students, on budget mat- 
ters, he said.

DUI: Authorities ask citizens to report suspected drunken drivers

hol or drug impairment at certain points 
on the roadway. Vehicles are stopped in a 
specific sequence, such as every other 
vehicle or every fourth, fifth or sixth. 
Sacramento State’s University Police 
Department will be joining in the effort 
to curb drunken driving as well this sea- 
son. | | 
Sgt. Kelly Clark ‘said that campus 
police will be adhering to state police 
procedures this season to make sure that 
the streets around Sac State and other 
outlying areas are safe from drunken 


drivers. 

“We don’t have a limited jurisdic- 
tion,” Clark said. “The California penal 
code says we can go anywhere we want.” 

Clark said the impact of DUI-related 
accidents to communities is horrible. 

“We're very, very supportive, and 
we re very aggressive in our enforce- 
ment,” Clark said. 

In his 28 years as a police officer, 
Clark has witnessed multiple fatal acci- 
dents, and he said most of them involved 
drunken drivers. 

Clark said the checkpoints are part of 
a grand scheme called Avoid the Twelve

program. 

Avoid the Twelve allows law enforce- 
ment agencies to increase DUI preven- 
tion and enforcement efforts by combin- 
ing resources. 

Participating agencies include the Elk 
Grove bolice s. Department, /GEP, 
California State Police, campus police 
and many other Sacramento county 
police departments. 

In 2005, California accounted for 
1,574 DUI-related deaths, which is near- 
ly an 8 percent increase since the previ- 
ous year, according to a CHP DUI report. 
In 2004, 1,462 people were killed in 


DUlI-related accidents. An additional 
30,810 people were injured in alcohol- 
related crashes. 

In a press release, Office of Traffic 
Safety Director Christopher J. Murphy 
said the increase in impaired driving 
fatalities in California has been a serious 
concern for the past seven years. 

“To make an even greater impact, 
we're asking for citizens throughout the 
state to serve as an extra set of eyes,” 
said. Murphy, who is also the chair for the 
Governor’s Highway Safety Association. 

According to a CHP report on drunk- 
en drivers, there are a variety of clues

with a New York City pharma- 
ceutical advertising agency 
whose main product was Valium. 

Joslin held her paper route 
from last November until this 
August, and said that in the seven 
years she has worked as a depart- 
ment secretary, she has received 
about $300 a month in total rais- 
es. That would equal out to about 
$1.88 an hour if she worked 40 
hours a week. 

That may all change, as the 
staff union, California State 
University Employees Union, has 
reached a tentative agreement for 
a three-year contract that includes 
cost-of-living raises and step 
increases every year for the next 
three years. 

If ratified by union members, 
this contract would provide a 
three percent general salary 
increase for this year, a 3.7 per- 
cent raise next year, and a 3.9 
percent bump for the academic 
year 2008-09. 

It also provides a 1 percent 
service salary increase, a step 
increase that so many staff have 
wanted. Step raises are periodic 
increases in pay that CSU staff 
members have not received since 
the mid 1990s. 

The only staff members that 
would receive step increases are 
those who are below the service 
maximum, which is the highest 
amount that the university will 
pay an employee for the position. 
The service maximum would be 
increased 5 percent each year 
under this agreement. 

The raises for 2007-08 and 
2008-09 are contingent upon the 
CSU system receiving the full 
amount from the state budget that 





it requests. If the system receives 
more or less, negotiations for 
salary will reopen. 

Many staff members, like 
Joslin, said they would be making 
more money working an identical 
job for an outside employer. 

This contract would allow 
small increases, called market 
equity adjustments, to bring the 
pay for those jobs closer to out- 
side wages. 

During the first year of the 
contract, all employees would 
receive an additional 0.324 per- 


cent raise thanks to market equity 


adjustment. 

During the second and _ third 
years of the contract, there would 
be about | percent available for 
market equity raises, although 
which positions would receive 
the increases will be determined 
by negotiation. 

The contract also stipulates 
that staff parking fees will gradu- 
ally increase to the same amount 
that students pay for parking, but 
only if faculty parking fees 
increase as well. 

Staff currently pays about half 
of what students pay for parking, 
said gardening specialist and the 


union’s Chapter President 
Richard Perry. 
The contract would be 


retroactive, providing raises start- 
ing in August of this year. 

Staff members on campus say 
these raises are a long time com- 
ing. 

“We’re a growing depart- 
ment,” said Nancy Angell, 
Administrative Support 
Coordinator IJ for the Biology 
Department. “We’re growing and 
(the administration) doesn’t com- 
pensate.”

® In Issue 13, a headline incorrectly stated who received pay 
increases. Junior faculty and senior faculty members were 
both among those who were granted pay increases. 
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Many staff members, like 
Joslin, complain not only of low 
pay, but of stagnant pay. 

“You start at the bottom of a 
scale and you stay there,” Joslin 
said, explaining that CSU staff 
members don’t get step raises, 
like most other state employees 
do. 

Step increases for CSU staff 
disappeared in the mid 1990s 
under Calif. Gov. Pete Wilson‘s 
administration, Perry said. 

Before Wilson appointed sev- 
eral new members to the CSU 
Board of Trustees who worked to 
remove the raises, staff received 
5 percent step increases every 
year, he said. 

Some staff have questioned 
the union’s methods of negotiat- 
ing with the CSU system, Perry 
said. 

“The union will only push (the 
administration) so much,” said 
Rose Perez, administrative sup- 
port coordinator I for the English 
Department. “I wish we could 
hire another union.” 

“There are some disagree- 
ments as to how (the union) 
should push (the Board of 
Trustees), Perry said. “Some 
argue that we should go to 
impasse, but some people think 
that this is the best (the union) 
can get at the table. ... (The Board 
of Trustees) is pretty adamant 
about what they want.” 

The union’s bargaining team 
has been negotiating since 
January, Perry said, explaining 
that even if they don‘t believe the 
raises are adequate, once they 
reach a tentative agreement, they 
are required to recommend that 
the union members approve it. 

If the tentative agreement is 
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not approved, they will resume 
negotiations with the Board of 
Trustees. 

“For me, personally, I don’t 
see the step increases as being 
sufficient,’ Perry said, adding 
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that it would take 15 years to 
move ahead the same amount as 
would have been possible in five 
years under the pre-Wilson sys- 
tem.

most excitement out of the team all year. 
With the Hornets down by 17 points at the 
nine-minute mark of the second half, Shee- 
hy put the team on her back and almost pulled 
a shocking upset of the UC Davis Aggies. 

In the game, Sheehy had a game-high 
16 points with 11 coming in the second 
half. She sank four three pointers against 
the Aggies and, if that was not enough, she 
dished out a game and career-high eight 
assists. 

The numbers may not blow you away 
just by looking at them, but it was how it 
was done in the context of the game. Shee- 
hy provided the majority of her points 
when her team was on the comeback and, 
most importantly, it finally gave Sac State 
fans something to cheer about at the 
women’s hoops games. 


Ne is a time to look back and reflect 
on the ups in Hornet sports and, trust 
me, there were many. From sophomore 
linebacker Cyrus Mulitalo racking up 21 
tackles, junior quarterback Marcel Mar- 
quez having two break-out games on the 
road to senior wide-out Jason Barnes end- 
ing his career with the Hornets on a high 
note with 173-yards receiving in the 
Causeway Classic, this year’s highlight 
reel has some exciting moments.

said of the buzzer-beater. ““We’ ve had four 
or five chances to make last-second shots 
since I’ ve been here, and it seems like they 
never go in.”’ 

The home cooking wasn’t savored for 
long, however, as the Hornets traveled to 
Big West favorite Long Beach State. The re- 
sult was another road blowout, 76-55, in fa- 
vor of the 49ers. 

Sac State (5-6) fell to 1-5 on the season 
on the road, with the team’s closest loss 
being a nine-point defeat at the hands of 
then-ranked No. 17 Washington. 

“We got drilled,” Jenkins said about the 
Long Beach game. “We can play with any- 
one at home, but I don’t think our players 
really understand the intensity you have to 
play with on the road yet.” 

The Hornets have one more chance to 
tune up for the conference season when 
the team takes on Boise State on the road on 
Saturday.

zona on Dec. 28. Beginning with that game, 
the Hornets play conference opponents for 
the rest of the season, save for a Jan. 16 
meeting with Cal Poly in San Luis Obispo.

Best Male Athlete: Cyrus Mulitalo 

The list of awards for Mulitalo is starting to grow. In only his second year, the sophomore mid- 
dle linebacker led the Big Sky Conference in tackles (120) and was twice named Big Sky defen- 
sive player of the week for his 14-tackle performance against Eastern Washington on Sept. 30 and 
on a career-high 21-tackle performance against Northern Colorado on Oct. 28, one shy of the school 
record for most tackles in a single game. Mulitalo showed he was a dominant force on the Hor- 
net defense and was named to the all-Big Sky Conference second team. Mulitalo also had two 
sacks and an interception in the season and saw time in the team’s red-zone offense with four car- 
ries for 10 yards and a touchdown. 


Best Female Athlete: Kristin Lutes 


Senior Kristin Lutes was a key component to the success of the Sacramento State Hornets vol- 
leyball team, leading them to a 30-6 record this season. The Hornets were Big Sky champs and 
advanced to the first round of the NCAA Tournament. 

Lutes, who was the Hornets’ captain for the past two years, was one of the four non-Pac-10 play-. 
ers named to the all-Pacific Region, named Libero of the Year for the third time in four years, sec- 
ond-team all-tournament for the second year, Big Sky Player of the Week (Sept. 4) and named to 


the all-tournament team at the Sacramento State Invitational. Lutes was a solid starter at the 


libero position, leading the Hormets with 768 digs, which marked a new Big Sky single-season record, 
Her 6.24 digs per game were a career-high. She posted double figures in 119 of 129 possible match- 
es during her Sac State career, which includes 51 matches with more than 20 digs. 

She doesn’t just hold the record for single-season digs, but tops the Big Sky Conference and 
the school’s career record with 2,355 digs. 


Best Sportsman: Tyson Butler 


The four year veteran’s accomplishments don’t hold to just the football field. As a member of 
Sac State’s Student Athlete Advisory Committee, Butler has helped organize toy and can food drives, 
get-togethers for student athletes and visits to Shriners Hospital, an orthopedic and burn care 
center for children. Ending the season with three sacks and 78 tackles, Butler finishes seventh on 
the school’s career tackles record (202). Butler also holds the school record for most sacks in a 
single game (3.5). Brought into the school under the Mooshagian era, Butler has been the team’s 


' captain and defensive leader. 


Best Sportswoman: Kelly Novak 
Senior forward Kelly Novak gave four years of her time to the women’s soccer team, but it was 
her accomplishments off the field that earned her the Sportswoman of the Year award. 
Novak, a member of the Student Athlete Advisory Committee, has done many things with the 
organization including visiting sick children at the Shriners Hospital. 
“Tt made me realize that I could be a leader on campus,” Novak said. “I grew up a lot.” 
Novak finished her senior season with three goals and four assists. She also scored the game- 
winning penalty kick in the team’s Big Sky Tournament semifinal match against Montana. 


Best Male Recruit: Marcel Marquez 


A transfer from the College of the Canyons, the junior quarterback became the offensive 
leader for the Hornets two games into the season. Marquez displayed a strong arm, but it’s his mo- 
bility and elusiveness that makes him one of the Hornets’ strongest offensive weapons. Named 
as an honorable mention to the all-Big Sky Conference team, Marquez was just one completion 
short of breaking the school’s single season record (143). Marquez was named co-Big-Sky Of- 
fensive Player of the Week after the team’s 22-14 win over Idaho State, where he threw for two 
touchdowns and a career-high 396 yards. Marquez ended the season with 1,910 yards and 10 touch- 
downs and gained 338 yards on the ground. 


Best Female Recruit: Beverly Goebel 
When injuries changed the outlook of the season for the women’s soccer team, Goebel stepped 
up and became arguably the team’s most versatile player. Goebel played in all 21 games, starting 
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“Our recruiting filled those gaps. We 
got some really talented freshmen,” Giao 
said. 

_ “We will hold our own,” Genovese said. 
“Tt will be a different year with so many un- 
derclassmen.” 

Before the season started, the gymnas- 
tics team was without junior Amber Basgall 
and senior Courtney Hilber, but two weeks 
ago, the No. 1 bars competitor, junior Alex- 
is Tsurumoto, fractured her fingers. Tsuru- 
moto underwent surgery and will miss the 
beginning of the season, Hughes said. 
Hughes was expecting to have Tsurumoto 
as a key competitor on the bars. 

“‘Tt’s tough to take,” he said. 

As last season’s champs, the Hornets 
would like to repeat, but in order to do so, 
Hughes said the team will have to work 
on the difficulty level. 

“(We will have) to work on using the 
same level of difficulty and bring (the new) 
people up to that level,” he said. 

The Hornets have a group of eight fresh- 


men who will need to step up earlier than 
previous years, due to the loss of key per- 
formers. 

“We are asking them to step up,” Hugh- 
es said. | 

He added that some freshmen are pre- 
pared for the change, but others may need 
a little more time. 

The freshmen aren’t the only gymnasts 
that the team will be relying on. The re- 
turning class will also have to step up. 

Hughes said co-captains Giao and Gen- 
Ovese are two of the best gymnasts Sac 
State has on the squad. 

“They can compete on all four events,” 
he said. 

Others to look for are sophomore Ma- 
rina Borisova and junior Tiffany Bass, who 
are potential all-around gymnasts. 

Hughes said that gymnastics is a year- 
round sport, but the team has less than a 
month before competition starts. 

Genovese said winter training has en- 
tailed a lot of conditioning to build up their 
skills.

Playing 49 
career matches and making 39 starts as a Hornet, he was also named to the 
ESPN The Magazine’s Academic All-District VII first team in 2005. 


Best Female Scholar Athlete: Lindsay Haupt

n a sport dominated by the per- 

ception that it’s more about what 

you can do on the court than off it 
to succeed in life, Sacramento State 
sophomore Atty Boyer shows it’s ac- 
tually about both in women’s bas- 
ketball. She is that rare player who can 
be a force on the court and off. 

Boyer has stepped into being a 
huge part of the Hornets’ plans to 
succeed in only her second season. 
But, more importantly, she has used 
her life off the court to lead to her 
success on the court. 

Boyer, whose full name is Ata- 
lanta, was born and raised in Italy 
until she was 12 years-old. She speaks 
English, Italian and Spanish, and is an 
accomplished artist. She picked up 
these talents as a child overseas. But 
there is another thing she picked up in 
Italy: a passion for basketball. She 
learned how to play in a way most fe- 
male athletes don’t get the chance to. 

“There were not too many girls 
that played basketball in Italy, so I 
had to play more with the boys, and 
they were more aggressive,” Boyer 
said. With her family looking at what 
would give her and her brother a bet- 
ter opportunity in life, they came to 
the decision to move to the states. 


“My mom and dad made a choice | 


that it would be better for the family 
to be raised here,” Boyer said. 

It was in the States that Boyer was 
able to refine her game and find her 


way into the Hornet basketball pro- 
gram last year. After a stellar high 
school career at El Camino High 
School, in which her senior year pro- 
duced a 17.0 points per game average 
as well as a 9.0 rebounds per game 
average, Boyer found herself the top 
newcomer during her freshman year. 
She came off the bench in 22 games 
as a freshman and provided the team 
with depth and scoring in the post. 
She averaged 3.4 points and 2.0 re- 
bounds per game last year and record- 
ed a season high 11 points against 
Eastern Washington. Boyer knew as 
a freshman she was not going to see 
a lot of minutes, but she decided to 
make the most of them. 

“T just wanted to make the most of 
the playing time I got,” she said. 

But this year is a whole different 
story for Boyer. She has become a 
key part of what the Hornets want to 
do both offensively and defensively. 

‘Atty is a player who has a lot of 
unique and natural gifts. She has a 
nose for the hoop,’ Head Coach Dan 
Muscatell said. 

It is those gifts that provided 
Boyer the time on the court to 
shine. With an undersized team 
this season, coach Muscatell is 
turning to Boyer to lead the way 
down low. 

“She does a good job where 
she is. She is an undersized post 
who plays well with her back to 
the basket,” Muscatell said. 

Being undersized and expect- 
ed to play big, Boyer and her 
coach both know that hard work 
is what it will take for her to suc- 
ceed on the block. 

“She’s a better worker than 
she was last year. She has im- 
proved in many areas and she ac- 
cepts the things she has to work 
on,’ Muscatell said. “Atty has a

willingness to be coached. She has a 
good work ethic and will put in the 
time.” 

Boyer knows that her improve- 
ment has come from her increased 
playing time. 

“Playing has helped me a lot. ’'m 
getting the time on the court, and that 
makes me want to work harder,’ Boy- 
er said, 

And the improvement has shown. 
Boyer played well in Hawaii during 
the Rainbow Wahine Classic, where 
the Hornets played two of the na- 
tion’s top teams, including No. 2 
North Carolina. 

“Tt was a lot of fun playing in 
Hawaii, but it was a struggle play- 
ing against those big girls,” she 
said. The trip to Hawaii has been 
a microcosm of the season that 
Boyer has had thus far, where she 
has averaged 8.1 points and 6.8 
rebounds per game.

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Hostels a cheap way to travel, meet new people 


Despite myths, stereotypes, 
hostels provide an affordable 
way for students to travel

With the fall semester drawing to an end, 
it’s easy to have dreams of a winter break 
getaway dancing in your head. Tropical 
beaches, luxury resorts or exotic cruises 
sound too good to be true. And for most 
cash-strapped students, they probably are. 

Enter the hostelling alternative, where 
luxury is not included, privacy is not guaran- 
teed, but where a cheap and unique travel 
option awaits. 

“Students go to Europe and stay at hos- 
tels all over, but they don’t realize they can 
come home and do the same thing,” said 
Steve Hanes, manager of Sacramento’s own 
hostel. 

In fact, there are hundreds of hostelling 
opportunities across the United States and 
over 20 within a few hours drive of 
Sacramento, State. Armed with one or two 
Ben Franklin’s, a semi-reliable vehicle and a 
trusty road map, students can make an oth- 
erwise uneventful winter break memorable 
by touring northern California’s hostels. 

“Hostels are a great option,” said Linda 
Warren, travel agent at the STA Travel office 
in the University Union. “They’re good val- 
ues and fun places to stay, and you meet 
people from everywhere.” 
~The Golden Gate Council, of which 
Sacramento’s hostel is a member, alone has 
ten hostels throughout northern California. 
Accommodations include a restored light- 
house keeper’s house, 1,600-acre organic 
farm, nineteenth century home, Victorian 
mansion and former military barrack. The 
council is also part of Hostelling 
International, an international nonprofit 
organization that includes over 4,000 hostels 
in 60 countries. 

Executive Director of the council, 
Barbara Wein, said hostels are affordable 
and offer an opportunity to meet travelers 
from around the world. 

“The basic idea behind hostels is not just 
to make travel cheap, but to encourage inter- 
action among guests and promote cultural 
understanding,” she said. 

Hanes agreed. 

“You meet very interesting people, and 
there’s this awesome cultural cross-pollina- 
tion that happens in a hostel that doesn’t 
happen anywhere else,” he said. “And with 


today’s world situation, we need every con- 
nection we can make.” 

Hanes added that during this past sum- 
mer alone, the Sacramento hostel hosted vis- 
itors “from every habitable continent on the 
face of the earth.” The organization is 
housed in a Gold Rush-era, Victorian man- 
sion, one of the five most impressive resi- 
dential structures left in downtown 
Sacramento, Hanes said. _ 

Every hostel is different in its own way, 
but Sacramento’s is the most unique of them 
all, Wein said. 

“[t’s probably the most beautiful hostel 
in the United States,” she said. “Europe has 
hostels in castles, and this is America’s 
equivalent.”” Wein added that Sac State stu- 
dents should consider staying a night or two 
at the hostel when headed downtown for the 
evening or for a different yet local experi- 
ence. 

Hostels are also unique because, unlike 
hotel chains, they are not similar in any way, 
Wein said. 

“Tt depends on your destination and what 
you re looking for,” she said. 

Some options include the Pigeon Point 
Lighthouse, just fifty miles south of San 
Francisco and only a stone’s throw away 
from the ocean. One of the tallest lighthous- 
es in the country, Pigeon Point also offers 
travelers an outdoor hot tub overlooking the 
waves for nights spent gazing at the stars. 

The Hidden Villa Valley hostel, located 
at the base of the Santa Cruz Mountain 
foothills, is the oldest operating hostel in the 
United States. Situated on an organic farm 
and wilderness preserve, it offers miles of 
hiking trails and rustic charm with the lights 
of the Silicon Valley flickering in the dis- 
tance. 

The hostel in the Redwood National 
Park is also in a world of its own. Visitors 
stay in a pioneer homestead built in 1908, 
right under the 300-foot Coast Redwood 
trees for which the park is famous. There is 
direct access to the Coastal Trail, and public 
beach access is right across the street. 

San Francisco offers three Hostelling 
International hostels in the city center, 
downtown and Fisherman’s Wharf areas. 

Most hostels offer fully-equipped self- 
serve kitchens, on-site laundry and parking. 
Visitors can use complimentary linens, 
which are changed for each guest, or can 
bring their own from home. 

And, Hanes said, students shouldn’t 
associate the budget accommodations with 
the horror film “Hostel,” in which back- 
packers are hedonistically tortured and left

for dead. 

“That was just Quentin Tarantino having 
a good time,” he said, adding with a laugh, 
“We show it as a gag on Halloween.” 

Hanes also said that while lockers are 
available for travelers to lock up their 
belongings, there has not been one incident 
of theft during his five years in Sacramento. 

“There’s a code of honor among 
hostellers,” Hanes said. “It’s a lot safer than 
people may think.” 

Wein agreed that hostels are often 
plagued by false impressions. 

“People who haven’t used them before 
may have the misconception that they’re all 
flophouses,” she said. “But the hostels that 
are operated by Hostelling International 
have to meet stringent quality standards. 
Students should expect to find safe, clean 
and affordable accommodations.” Wein said 
to look for the organization’s blue triangle 
logo around the world to ensure that the hos- 
tel has been inspected. 

While reservations can be made directly 
through each hostel, Warren said that book- 
ing through a travel agency is a good idea 
because it offers peace of mind. 

“STA has inspected all of the hostels 
we’re associated with,’ Warren said. “We 
know they’re good hostels, and we know 
they’re safe. Most of all, if something goes 
wrong you can call us and we’ll help you 
out.” Large contracts can also mean cheaper 
rates through a travel agent, Warren added. 

But even without a discount, hostel rates 


are downright cheap: An average night in a 
dorm room with six to twelve beds costs $20 
per person. For the communal living- 
impaired (or scared), most hostels also offer 
private rooms for a fee of $50 or more. Both 
mixed- and single-gender rooms are avail- 
able, and bathrooms and other amenities are 
shared. 

Wein encouraged making reservations in 
advance, especially if traveling over vaca- 
tion periods or on weekends. Private rooms 
tend to book up more quickly, she said. 

If students crave an international experi- 
ence but can’t stay overnight, Wein said that 
volunteering at the Sacramento hostel can 
offer a taste of what’s beyond the American 
border. 

‘Students can volunteer to host out-of- 
towners for the evening, either by taking 
them on walking tours of the area or out to 
experience the night life,” she said. 

Psychology major Jamie Moore is an 
experienced hosteller, having stayed at hos- 
tels in San Diego, Santa Monica, Venice 
Beach, San Francisco, Santa Barbara and 
Las Vegas. He said that he keeps going back 
because of the social atmosphere. 

“Tt’s a fun place to meet people, and you 
find a lot of people who want to party,” he 
said. “If you travel by yourself, it’s the best 
way to do it.” Moore recommended that 
first-time hostellers keep an open mind to all 
different types of people. 

“Don’t be afraid to talk to anyone,” he 
said. “Everyone is there to have a good

time.” 

Freshman biology major Aileen Tsan 
stayed at a San Francisco hostel and said 
that, while it wasn’t a five star hotel, it did 
have its benefits. 

“Don’t expect to be staying at a hotel,” 
she said. “You get basic facilities and 
accommodations. But it’s cheap and you can 
meet lots of people. It’s an experience that’s 
pretty unique.” 

And with hostels, “unique” is the name 
of the game.
